The Engineering and Computer Sci- 
ences building was evacuated Monday 
afternoon after a motor in one of the 
building’s three elevators burned out. 

An occupant of the building smelled 
smoke and called the fire department, 
according to Toni Beron, associate vice 
president of university relations. The fire 
department found no evidence of fire. 

However, upon examination of the 
building, officials found damage to 


electrical components. 

According to University Police Cpl. 
Vergel Munoz, the elevator generator 
may have malfunctioned due to burnt 
wiring. 

The sixth floor of the building 
smelled of chemicals and smoke and 
dead bees littered the floor. 

Shortly after the evacuation, stu- 
dents and staff were allowed to re-en- 
ter the building but all elevators were 
shut down and the stairs were the only 
means of access to the upper floors. 
Beron said the elevator that malfunc- 
tioned has been taken out of service for 


__ the time being. 


According to University Police, they 
are still looking into the cause of the 
incident, and it is uncertain how long . 
it will take for the elevators to get back 
up and running.

Bus trip to bring students to state Capitol 


ASI to take students to 
Sacramento to march, 
promote low fees.

Associated Students Inc. is review- 
ing student applications for contend- 
ers to travel by bus to the March in 
March, an annual event created to 
promote low student fees, on March 5 
in Sacramento. 

The annual march, which has ap- 
plied exclusively to California Com- 
munity College students since 2009, 
will also encompass Cal State Uni- 
versities this year. 

The bus trip will allow students to go 
to Sacramento and back, according to 
Stephen Thomas, ASI vice president. 

Applications to reserve one of 
56 seats on the bus are available on 
BeachSync, and will be reviewed be- 
fore making reservations for the bus. 


The march began in 2009 to lower 
student fees, hire full-time faculty and 
counselors, and provide affordable 
textbooks and classes for students. 

“As we’ve seen in the past, stu- 
dents through their advocacy ef- 

forts are able to mitigate lofty fee 
increases and dreadful budget cuts,” 
said Richael Young, former president 
of the Student Senate for California 
Community Colleges. 

In 2009, a proposal almost in- 
creased fees by 200 percent for com- 
munity colleges, according to the 
March for March website. However, 
fees were increased by 30 percent in- 
stead due to the heavy advocacy ef- 
forts that started in March and lasted 
through the summer. 

The March in March has been 
made an annual event ever since. 

California colleges continue to be 
the most affordable system of higher 
education in the United States and al- 
low all students of any socioeconomic 
background to receive higher educa- 
tion. The mission of this march is to 
keep it that way. 

“The governor’s office and count- 


less members of the state Senate and 
Assembly watch the event closely to 
hear the student response to the legis- 
lative proposals that are on the table,” 
Young said. . 

The March in March 2012 will tak 
place at Southside Park in Sacramento 
from 7-9 a.m. The march to the state 
Capitol starts at 10 a.m. and the rally at 
the Capitol Steps starts at 11 a.m. 

More information on the march 
can .be found at iwillmarch.com, a 
student-run website that gives up- 
dates on upcoming advocacy events 
regarding California colleges. 

“T think it’s important to highlight 
that the march is important for vis- 
ibility, but advocacy efforts must be 
continued after we all go home from 
Sacramento,” Young said. “This in- 
cludes. meeting with representatives 
locally and contacting their office 
regularly with positions on bills or 
budget proposals.”

David Cobb is touring 
California speaking 
about fundamental 
rights, democracy.

As part of a statewide tour, former 
Green Party presidential candidate Da- 
vid Cobb spoke at the Cal State Long 
Beach Soroptomist House on Sunday in 
an effort to amend the U.S. Constitution 
to end corporate rule. 

As collaborative work. with Occupy 
Long Beach, sponsored by CSULB, 
Associated Students Inc. and Yes We 
Can Democratic club, his speech was 
an effort to abolish “corporate person- 
hood,” the legal doctrine that endows 
corporation privileges to give limitless 
donations to campaigns. 

“T believe that a corporation can only 
exist if it serves the public interest,” 
Cobb said. “It pisses me off that the 
doctrines of corporate personhood and 
their limitless donations to campaigns 
are hijacking our rights to govern our- 
selves and that they use our legal sys- 
tem to legalize it and tell us it is com- 
pletely allowable.” 

Cobb, an organizer and national 


* Challenging Corporate Rule,” 


spokesman for MoveToAmend.org, is 
currently touring: California giving a 
speech called, “Creating Democracy & 
hoping 
to enlighten people and to amend the 
Constitution to end corporate rule and 
legalize democracy, according to the 
Website. 

During his speech, audience mem- 
bers joined in as he shouted, “Power to 
the people!” 

“Unelected and unaccountable cor- 
poration CEOs are not only exercising 
power, but they are ruling us and mak- 
ing the fundamental public policy deci- 
sions that affect our lives,” Cobb said. 
“We are left with consumer choices or 
the false economy that make us believe 
we somehow have freedom and power.” 

During the speech, he criticized the 
current political system and said that 
it has perverted the essence of free- 
dom. He also said that the framers of 
the Constitution did not intend to give 
corporations rights that allowed them 
to manipulate people’s lives. 

“Tt is in fact genius how the first cor- 
poration took private money on a. vol- 
untary basis and put it to public use,” 
Cobb said. “It is a genius idea that they 
helped facilitate organizing human en- 
deavor. However, the problem comes 
from the fact that the modern transna- 
tional corporation doesn’t actually op- 
erate that way.” 

Cobb said that all power resides with 
the people and stirred the crowd to take 
action to retrieve their own fundamen-

tal rights. 

“The U.S. Constitution essentially 
describes that we the people are free 
and sovereign because we have rights,” 
Cobb said. “In contrary, the govern- 
ment-is created by us, dependent upon 
us, and thereby has duties, not rights.” 

Cobb said that people should have 
the right to overturn any law that in- 


fringes on their rights. 


“What we need to do is to stand up 
and declare to assert our sovereign right 
to govern ourselves because this is our 
country, our culture, our government 
and our constitution,” Cobb said. 

Jamie McLaughlin, a senior political 
science major and president of College 
Democrats of CSULB, said that people 


have been inactive for a while and busi- 
nesses have had a free reign to do what 
they want. 

“T expect David Cobb to really rouse 


, people up and get people excited about 


taking power back into the political sys- 
tem,” she said. “Now, we are really go- 
ing to pay the consequences if we don’t 
take action sooner or later.”

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Report says women get less income

Women occupy the majority of the 
working class inseveral fields, and yet, 
according to the U.S. Department of 
Labor, their salaries are still’ reported to 
be significantly less.than men. 

According to CSULB career coun- 
selor Angi Carrillo-Humphreys, the 
most popular departments at Cal State 
Long Beach for women to major in are 
nursing, education and psychology. 


According to the U.S. Bureau of La- © 


bor Statistics (BLS), women have en- 
tered the labor market with education 
levels equal to men and are rapidly be- 
ing employed in professional, technical 
and clerical fields. . 

In 2010, women who were full-time 
wage and salary workers earned a 
weekly average of $670, compared to 
the $825 median weekly average of a 
man. Therefore, women earn 81 percent 
of a man’s income, according to the 
U.S. Department of Labor. 

“T do not know of any careers in the 
education or psychology arena where 
women are receiving higher salaries 
than men,” said Bita Ghafoori, assis- 
tant department chair in the department 
of advanced studies in education and 
counseling. 

Ghafoori added that women in these 
fields routinely make at least 25 percent 
less than their male counterparts. 


In 2010, the B'! S reported women oc- 
cupied the majority in fields pertaining 
to management, business and finance, 
among others. Men held the majority 
of occupations relating to natural re- 
sources, construction and maintenance, 
among others. 

According to the Department of 


_ Labor, gender differences occur in oc- 


cupation; however, they are reportedly 
a result of voluntary choices made by 
men and women, such as the growth of 
the white-collar occupations and the 
rising women’s participation in the la- 
bor force. 

Ghafoori said she “speculates men have 
better negotiating capabilities or, alterna- 
tively, women accept lower salaries due 
to having more need for work [because of 
costly caretaking responsibilities].” 

In the 2010 report from the Depart- 
ment of Labor, four occupational cat- 
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egories were recorded where females 
received a higher income than males. 
Female counselors, bill and account 
collectors, stock clerks and order fillers 
earned between a 5 and 10 percent more

Student-loan debts increase due to aid cutbacks, unstable economy 


A service on campus 
counsels students to 
reduce debt.

Many college students are faced with 
the financial burden of student-loan 
debts after graduating from college. 


Steadily climbing college costs, fi- 


nancial aid cutbacks and an unstable 
economy are also throwing students 
into financial difficulties, according to 
a survey released by the National As- 
sociation of Consumer Bankruptcy At- 
torneys: Those changes are the reasons 
that student-loan debt has been increas- 
ing in recent years. a 

Financial Advising, Counseling and 
Educational Services (FACES), is a 
free service available on campus for 
Cal State Long Beach students who 
need counseling or simply want infor- 


mation regarding personal finances. 

“We help students, not knowing 
where their money is going and spend- 
ing without a budget, come up with a 
plan to pay off debts and finding sourc- 
es of income while in school,” Dilani 
Silva, FACES counseling supervisor, 
said via email. 

At CSULB, 38 percent of 2010 grad- 
uates had an average debt of $10,787, 
according to the U.S. News and World 
Report’s 2012 edition of “America’s 
Best Colleges Guide.” 

“T go over the numbers — income, 


expenses and debts — and talk about 
their options,” Silva said. “We can help 
them revise their budget, set financial 
goals, make an action plan to achieve 
those goals, refer them to free financial 
literacy education classes, etc.” 

At CSULB, 65.6 percent of full-time 


- undergraduates receive some kind of 


need-based financial aid in the form of 
scholarship, grant award or need-based 
loans, according to the U.S. News and 
World Report. Among those whose need 
was met, 52.2 percent received scholar- 
ship or grant aid of $5,444 in average, 


and 57.4 percent received student loans. 

According to Silva, there were only 
six CSULB students during the fall 
2010 semester and 19 students in 2011 
who applied for the counseling. 

“I’ve been receiving loans every year 
and keeping two jobs on campus to pay 
for my tuition ... I recently applied for 
grants and scholarships,” said Melissa 
Campbell, a junior biology major. “I am 
not aware of financial assistance pro- 
vided_on campus, but I’m willing to get 
assistance to see if there are any other 
options that fit my circumstances.”

A budget update from President Alexander has 
informed us that CSULB could face.a sudden 
trigger reduction of $15.6 million dollars midway 
through the 2012-13 fiscal year. This would 
happen if Governor Brown’s tax measure is not 
approved on the November ballot. Our total 
reduction for next year would then be about $26 
mil. :

Hundreds of young Jewish adults 
gathered aboard the Queen Mary last 
weekend for three days and set sail for 
one of the largest Jewish pride events 
in the world, Jewlicious 8.0. It was a 
weekend packed full of witty comedy, 
feel-good music, enlightening guest 
speakers and savoring kosher food. 

The event’s main host, Rabbi Yo- 
nah was once the director of Cal State 
Long Beach’s Hillel Program, and is 
an internationally-recognized Jewish 
leader who uses modern elements to 
lead the next Jewish generation. Yonah 
does this by hosting fun events, such 
as Jewlicious, that bring insane turn- 
outs of people from more that 17 states 
and 50 different colleges. Jewlicious is 
primarily aimed at college-aged adults 
but the diverse turnout of Jews was im- 
pressive. :

On Saturday, Bialik also spoke about 
Judaism in Hollywood and experiences 
that she found offensive as a feminist at 
Comic Con in San Diego, where naked 
female dancers performed at the public 
event amongst children. 

Saturday was the day to attend Jew- 
licious for those who were looking to 
party. Throughout the day, there were 
many activities to attend, such as yoga, 
Torah improvisation, a mini-shuffle- 
board tournament and various panels, 
offering insight to topics, such as the 
Occupy Movement. 

The event changed gears once the sun

felt as one stood on the Queen Mary’s 
deck. The evening’s party kicked off 
with Yonah and Leibish Hundert, lead- 
ing a musical Havdallah jam with gui- 
tars and saxophone on the ship’s stern 
deck. It was an inspiring sight to see as 
hundreds of people gathered around the 
performers and held hands and danced 
to Jewish songs with the Long Beach 
skyline and passing ships behind them. 


After the Havdallah jam, a Mexi- 
kosher dinner was served and people 
got excited for the upcoming entertain- 
ment. 

Chanah Schroll, a female student 
who had traveled to Jewlicious with 


friends from Baruch College- city Uni- - 


versity of New York said, “I came -to 
Jewlicious because I’m proud to be Jew- 
ish and I like being around Jews. Com- 
ing to California is also a nice break 
from the shitty weather back east.” 

The real party got started as Jewli- 
cious attendees formed a massive line 
outside the Queen’s Salon of the Queen 
Mary to see the Jewish comedians who 
varied in style and talent. The crowd 
was rowdy and showed Tracy Bern- 
stein, the first comic, little to no respect 
as she cracked bad Holocaust jokes and 
people began to clap when she said her 
routine was almost over. She appeared 
to be an amateur comedian with little 
experience.

Long Beach event reinvents itself with spoken-word, music

A unique brand of spoken-word and 
improvisational comedy re-debuted last 
night at Harvelle’s Bar in Downtown 
Long Beach on Sunday night. “Lightbulb 
Mouth,” known to local literary buffs as 
“Write Bloody Brothership (WBB’s)” is 
a sleeker and more refined version of a 
weekly improv show that used to be hosted 
by the same company at a different venue. 

The show featured performances, both 
hilarious and intimate, by writers from 
all walks of life. There was also an ap- 
pearance by pro-skateboarder turned folk 
musician Matt Costa, who played several 
tunes from his newest album “Mourner’s 
Song,” slated for release later this year. 


“The ownership and staff of Harvelle’s 
have been very supportive, and it really 
is a different kind of literary show,” said 
Derrick Brown, host and president of the 
Write Bloody Publishing Company. 

Sunday’s activity was a spoken-word 
competition between writers who got 


two weeks.to write about a found object, '- 


ranging from a small brass horn, to a 
burnt golf ball. Afterward, the audience 
voted on the winner, who received a 
cash prize and all of the objects. 

Despite the cocktail attire that was en- 
couraged, raucous laughter was had by 
most, and the palpable pretentiousness 
of most spoken-word type events was ab- 
sent. A price-break at the door for those in 
formal wear encouraged respectful mer- 
riment, and there were only a few pauses 
for quiet throughout the performances. 

“T really wanted to wait for the right 


venue,” Brown said of the decision to 
bring back the intimate event at Harvelle’s. 

WBB’s lead booking agent Daniel Lisi, 
who is also a junior English major at Cal 
State Long Beach, spoke about the poten- 
tial he saw in the event from its earlier form 
as The Light-bulb Mouth Radio Hour. 

“The other place wasn’t really inter- 
ested,” he said “They didn’t care about 
being involved with this type of event.” 

Lisi said that the WBB has learned 
from its efforts in 2010, and has con- 
structed a more lean and fun show by 
shortening feature times, and eliminat- 
ing some programming. 

After performing, Matt Costa leaned 
on one of the booths with some of 
Brown’s friends. 

He remembered how he first became 
involved with the project. Costa had done 
a show with a friend where Light-bulb 


Mouth used to be hosted, and 
Brown asked him to be a part 
of it. 

“Pve always triéd to sur- 
round myself with literature 
and poetry,” Costa said “So, 
when Derrick asked me to 
help I was honored. J think 
it’s a very respectable thing 
[they] do with this show.”
